Army, there was as I take it a fuddaine demand made by the Scots at the ſame 
time-of 2500a, pound, of whichthere was but 15000. pound: ready, this they 
preiicd with ſo much neceſlitie as the Parliament after an order-made , did 
thinke ic fit to dedutt 10000, pound out of the fiftic formerly granted, upon 
which the ſouldiers in our houſe were more ſcandalized, aniongſt which I was 
one,and fitting by Wilmoz and Afhburnham, Wilmor ſtood up and told them, 
if ſuck papers as that of the Scots would procure moneyes, he' doubred 
not bur the officers of the Engliſh Army might eaſily doe the like, for the firſt
